Frederick, Md., Aug. 9.—Policeman 
John Adams was shot and almost in­ 
stantly 
killed, and 
deputy 
sheriff 
Charles W. Smith and Allen Bartg’s 
were painfully wounded by William 
Stultz ♦his morning. 
Smith and Bartgis had gone to the 
home of Stultz to take possession of 
an automobile on which they had pre­ 
viously levied to satisfy a debt. A f­ 
ter a few words with Stultz the lat­ 
ter opened fire, shooting Smith in tho 
side. 
Bartgis was shot in the arr.. 
Policeman 
Adams and 
Policeman 
Walsh were 
ordered to the 
Stultz 
home and Adams was shot shortly 
after he arrived. 
Stultz had barricaded himself in his 
home. 
Later his attorney, Shernuxi 
T. Bowers, was called by Stultz on tho 
telephone and informed by him of the 
shooting. 
Bowers went to the Stultz 
home rapped on the door, was admit­ 
ted by Stultz and persuaded him to 
surrender. 
He was taken to jail and 
later removed to the Baltimore City 
jail to avoid a lynching. Citizens armed 
themselves with 
rifles from 
state 
armory in Frederick and prepared to 
-bring Stultz out;—---------- 


William B. Jacobs, 72, of near A r­ 
endtsville, met his death by accident, 
according 
to the verdict 
of a York 
county jury. 
Mr. Jacobs was killed 
last Friday morning when the truck in 
which he was riding with his nephew, 
Howard E. 
Jacobs, was struck by a 
Western 
Maryland 
passenger train 
near West York. 
The 
nephew escaped 
with a 
few 
slight injuries. 
The jury empanneled 
by the coroner inquired into the death 
Tuesday evening. 
A number of wit­ 
nesses were heard in the office of Coro­ 
ner MeConkey in York. 
In addition to 
a verdict of accidental death, the jury 
recommended “that the Western Mary­ 
land company provide additional pro­ 
tection to the traveling public by the 
installation 
of a signaling device of 
some character at this crossing.” 
Howard E. Jacobs, who was driving 
the truck 
at the time, was the prin­ 
cipal witness. 
He testified that at the 
time of the accident he was engaged 
in looking around at the factories in 
the neighborhood, in which his uncle 
was interested; that he did not hear 
the whistle nor the ringing of the bell,

Local Factories Have Sufficient Stocks 
to Continue Bunning on Schedule. 
Some Now Using; Electric Power. 
BUSINESS CEASES 
FOR BIG PICNIC 
STRONG PROTEST 
AGAINST GUARDS 


The sudden change in the tempera­ 
ture has caused many Gettysburg res­ 
idents 
to realize 
that winter is 
no 
longer so fa r off and that the coal bin 
is empty. 
Inquiry at local coal yards 
this morning 
reveals that anthracite 
coal is not to be had and there are no 
immediate prospects of dealers being 
able to secure the various grades of 
hard coal. 
Although 
President 
Harding 
has 
been 
making 
an effort to have the 
mines reopened, up to this time results 
from his efforts have only been secured 
in the bituminous coal fields and there 
production has been increased. 
Local 
coal dealers declare they 
have suffi­ 
cient stocks of bituminous or steam 
coal on hand 
and can readily secure 
more. 
Local factories, 
it is 
Understood, 
I 
F 
have not been inconvenienced to any 
extent by the coal shortage, and have 
been running steadily, since the min­ 
ers went on strike last April. 
At the 
furniture factory, the large force of 
men are working the full schedule of 
{hours and in some departments, sev- 
!oral evenings each week, in addition. 
An even busier condition is present­ 
ed at the 
local silk throwing 
plant, 
where two shifts of men have been op­ 
erating 
the large 
factory day 
and 
night since early in the summer. How­ 
ever, plants which have been compelled 
to purchase coal recently, have found 
that the price 
has been greatly 
in­ 
creased, even when purchased in car­ 
load 
lots at the 
mines, the price is 
more than double that of several 
months ago. 
In order to combat this 
situation 
and maintain a staple price for pow­ 
er, several local 
industries have 
al­ 
ready installed 
the necessary equip­ 
ment and are using electric current, 
with which to operate the machinery. 
It is understood that several other lo- 
jcal plants are 
also considering 
this 
j change at the present time and in un­ 
it icipution of increased business, the 
I Hanover Power Company, has install­ 
ed a heavy .service line here from its 
plant at Hanover. 
With several large streams of wa­ 
iter running through Adams 
county, 
the proposition has already been con­ 
sidered of utilizing the power gained 
by harnessing one of these 
streams 
and converting it into electric power.

The strike of the “Big Four” 
brotherhood here is exclusively a local 
action ordered by chairman O’Day of 
the Joliet Division of the Elgin, Joliet 
and Eastern. 


BROKER FIRMS CLOSED 


Four Baltimore Companies Have Tick­ 
ers Disconnected.

Baltimore, Aug. 9.—Four Baltimore 
brokeage firma were farced to suspend 
business temporarily *oday when their 
stock tickers were disconnected by or­ 
der from the New York stock ex­ 
change.

(By Associated Press) 
Moscow, Aug. 9—Fourteen of tho 
thirty four social revolutionists accus­ 
ed of high treason against the Soviet 
government were sentenced to death

Among them are several of those wha 
.had turned informers. 
Three of the 
others were acquitted and the remain­ 
der w'ere sentenced to terms of prison 
ranging from two to ten years. 
The death penalty against the first 
twelve was later upheld by the Cen­ 
tral Legislative Committee and an in­ 
definite stay was granted, it is report­ 
ed, in case 
the revolutionists 
would 
disband their plan against the Soviet 
government, otherwise they are liable 
to the judgment. 
All those 
sentenced to death 
and 
prison are to be held in close confine­ 
ment. 
Regarding the informers, the 
Committee agreed to request the Tri­ 
bunal to pardon them all.

Of 
Princess 
Mary 
Tried 
Manufacturing. 


(By Associated Press) 
London, Aug. 9-The first business 
venture of 
Lord Lascelles, 
better 
known as the 
husband of Princess 
Mary, has proved a failure. 
The 
Conqueror 
Typewriter Manufactur­ 
ing Company in Stourton, near Leeds, 
of which he was the head and prin­ 
cipal shareholder, has just been sold. 
The concern was started in 
1919 
with a nominal capital of half 
a 
million sterling. 
It was intended by 
the 
promoters to 
produce an 
all 
British typewriter which should com­ 
pete with the best of the American 
machines. 
The erection of the factory and its 
equipment was undertaken at a time 
when prices ruled high. 
No expense 
was, spared and when the works were 
completed they were considered the 
“last word” in modern mass produc­ 
tions. 
It was hoped that the new indus­ 
try would provide regular employ­ 
ment for 400 work people. Much ex­ 
perimental work was undertaken in 
order to justify the name of “Con­ 
queror” and ensure production on a 
sufficiently profitable basis. But ow­ 
ing to the 
industrial 
slump not a 
single machine has been produced for 
sale.

TO CONTROL GERMANY 


Drastic Measures Provided By Premi­ 
er Poincare. 


London, Aug. 9.—Drastic measures 
of financial control in Germany are 
provided for in 
Premier 
Poincare’s 
draft of the conditions under which 
France is wolfing 
that 
the 
Reich 
•hall 
ha%e a 
moratorium 
to 
the 
end of the present year. 


The conditions, which are to be 
considered by the financial commit­ 
tee of the allied conference to-< lay, 
ar# understood to include exploita­ 
tion of the German customs, mines, 
railroads and forests, control of the 
Reichsbank and the German hank note 
press and supervision of foreign cur­ 
rencies as well as exports and imports. 
All these would be under the active 
control of 
international 
committees 
pitting in Berlin. 


German industries would have to 
surrender to the allies 26 per cent, 
and in some cases much 
more 
or 
thebr capital, 
while, 
as 
a major 
measure to enforce compliance, the 
occupation and expropriation of the 
Ruhr coal field would be kept in re­ 
serve. 


An indication of the attitude the 
British may take toward these pro- 
pofals is given by the Daily Tele­ 
graph’s 
diplomatic 
correspondent, 
who says a British diplomat remark­ 
ed that it w'ould rekuire the “enthrone­ 
ment of Jove in Berlin” to insure 
their execution.

heavy overcoats and underwear, the 
bureau of census reported yesterday. 
The average life of the men in the 
country is 55.23 years, compared with 
57.41 for women. 
Despite 
the 
wails 
of 
reformers 
against the fast and strenuous mod­ 
em life, the average longevity of men 
in 1920 was 3.75 years greater than in 
1910, while 
the increase 
for women 
was 2.71 years. 
The 
government’s 
figures 
prove 
there is something to the old warning 
that 
life in 
the big cities is 
51.55 
years for men and 54.77 for women, 
compared with a national average of 
3.68 years higher for men and 2.64 
years more for women. 
Pennsylva­ 
nia’s averages are 53.16 and 55.85. 
The foregoing figures all apply to 
whites. 
Negroes are shorter lived. 
The national 
average is 40.14 
for 
males and 42.16 for females.
